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This is a decision on the petition filed August 15, 2007 under 37 CFR § 1.181 to invoke 
Supervisory Authority of the Commissioner and require the Examiner to withdraw the finality of 
the rejection mailed August 10, 2007. 

This petition has been filed without a request for reconsideration and an affirmation by the 
examiner that the application should be final. As such this petition is premature and is being 
treated as a request for reconsideration. See 37 CFR § 1.181 (c). 

In the request, Applicant's counsel alleged that the finality of the office action was improper 
because the action introduced new grounds of rejection in the Final Office Action that was 
neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor based on information submitted 
in an Information Disclosure Statement. 

A review of the file indicates that no IDS was submitted to cause the new grounds of rejection 
and that the amendment filed does not justify the new grounds of rejection, therefore the finality 
of the office action is improper and hereby withdrawn. 

The period for response to the now non-final office action continues to run from August 10,
